Now, the United Church of 
Christ is one of the four maj- 
or denominations (Methodist, 
iEpiscopal, Presbyterian, and 
|United Church of Christ) just 
beginning to negotiate a fur- 
ther union since Blakes’ s pro- 
posal in San Francisco, It 
happens that the United Church 
of Christ is the first merger 
between different protestant 
polities (forms of church gov- 
emment) in the history of An- 
ericm protestmtisn, 

The other point is that 
aeither the Congregational 
Church in Wilmington, nor any 
other Congregational church in 
the United States which may 
aave voted affimiatively (as 
the overwhelming majority did) 
did not surrender any ‘indepen 
dence’ whatsoever.
